This rest room was built by about 
thirty members of the Millet WLI, 
some of whom have to drive ten miles 
to attend the meetings. 

Decorated with a profusion of flow- 
ers, and with the stage carpeted, and 
furnished with upholstered chairs, the 
hall assumed a homey appearance 
which warmed the hearts of the visit- 
ing delegates, and inspired them with 
enthusiasm as they settled down to 
business under the chairmanship of 
Mrs. H. J. Montgomery, constituency 
convenor, 

Delegates Welcomed 

The meeting opened with the sing- 
ing of “O Canada” followed by the 
W.I. creed, after which Mrs. Roop 
the president of the Millet W.I., gave 
an address of welcome to the visiting 
delegates. 

Mrs, Ferguson, president. of the An- 
gus Ridge W.I., replied to the address 
oz welcome. She spoke of the good 
we may receive through contact with 
our fellow-workers and the encourage- 


ment and sympathy which we may 
give and receive. 
Reports of Institutes 
After the secretary’s report had 


been adopted, the reports of the three 
institutes comprising the constituency 
were given by their respective secre- 
taries, 

Mrs. Henry Phillips, secretary for 
Millet, said: “Most of our activities 
have been to raise money to pay off 
the debt on our rest room. So far 
we have had more work than rest, 
but if we have perseverance and pa- 
tience, we hope socn to have it clear 
of debt.’ This Institute has held a 
meeting each month with an avearage 
attendance of twenty-three. The pro- 
grams have been interesting. At one 
meeting, Mrs. Woods gave a talk on 
“The Importance of Rest’; another 
month, Mrs, Brinker spoke on the 


care of the sick, and what to do in 


emergencies. At another meeting a 
discussion took place on the preserv- 
ing of meats. This organization has 
raised money by teas, bazaars, card 
parties, suppers for dances and auto- 
graph quilt, on which a total of 
ninety dollars was raised. The total 
receipts for the year were three hun- 
dred dollars. $148 went toward wiping 
out the debt on the rest room, $20 to 
constituency fund, $5 for license, $9 
to the Salvation Army, $25 for taxes.

Arnold gave a paper on Canadian 
authors. 

The subject of the debate was “Re- 
solved that the mother wields 2 
greater influence over the child of 
school age than does the teacher,” 
The April meeting was devoted to 
agriculture. A member is appointed 
from each school district to visit new- 
comers. A very successful basketry 
demonstration was held on June ord. 
with 21 members taking the course. 
The number of finished articles are 
as follows: 4 jardiniers, 14 cake bas- 
kets, 7 sandwich trays, 1 basket, 12 
large serving trays. The roll call has 
been answered by questions dealing 
with women’s work, a few lines of 
poetry, a favorite recipe, mottos, etc. 
Money for current expenses has been 
raised by dues and a card party.

GOOD ENROLMENT 
AT HIGH SCHOOL 


The monthly meeting of the public 
school board was held on Thursday 
evening with all the members present. 

Accounts to the umount of $457.53 
were passed for payment. 

A letter from W. Johnstone re 
teaching art in the school was filed. 

The medical health report of Dr. 
Stevenson pointed out that the schools 
had been unusually free from conta- 
gious or infectious diseases, 

The principal reported that the re- 
gistration in the high school was 125 


and that all grades in the — public 
schools were well filled. 
An increase of $100.00 in salary 


was voted to Mr. Poaps, the principal. 


members. With this equipment, the 
rooms readily rented to outsiders for 
parties, dancing classes, club rooms, 
etc. During the year, the W.I. have 
been favored with several addresses 
from outsiders, viz. Mr, W. H. Odell, 
on “Property Rights of Married Wo- 
men”; Mrs. V. C. French on her trip 
abroad; and Mr. B. M. Parker gave 
an illustrated talk on the different 
cuts of meat. Several members have 
given papers on Household Econom- 
ics, child welfare and public health. 
One or more entertaining number is 
given at each meeting. As a means 
of raising money, card parties, food 
sales, and dances were given, hot 
lunches were served at the hockey 
matches and suppers at the tennis 
tournaments. Wetaskiwin has a W.I. 
ward in the hospital for which the 
institute is responsible for upkeep. A 
theatre party was given all of the 
children of the city for their share in 
keeping the streets clean. Literature 
has been sent to the Russians who 
settled near Pigeon Lake, and this 
institute cooperated with the I.0.D.E. 
and Kiwanis in furnishing a hamper 
for the family settling in the vicinity, 
one member going to the station to 
welcome tham.- Three’ members - as- 
sisted in the management of the agri- 
cultural fair, One of the pleasant 
things to be reembered for this year 
was the last meeting which was held 
at the home of Mrs. E. B. Switzer, 
about nine miles from town. The total 
amount raised in the year was $300.65, 
At the end of October $175 will have 
been paid on the piano, leaving only 
$50 still to pay. 

Mrs. Montgomery at this stage ex- 
pressed the wish that cach Institute 
should take up the study of at least 
one of the standing committees. 

Household Economics 

The report on Houtchold Economics 
was given by Mrs. John West, who 
said the Millet ladies had stimulated 
interest in this subject through talks 
by the members. One gaye a talk on 
different ways of canning and presery- 
ing meats, another on the subject, 
“Our Heads saving Our Heels.” The 
roll call was answered by each mem- 


ber describing some household  con- 
venience or new ways of cooking 
meats, 

A recipe was given for canning 


vegetables. In the case of peas—se- 
leet as tender as possible. Blanch in 
boiling water four minutes. Dip in 
cold water, Pack in sterilized jars 
and cover with following: 244 ounces 
salt, 34% ounces sugar, 7 ounces lem- 
on juice, 1 gallon water at boiling 
point, Sterilize by placing jars in boil- 
er and keep water boiling 60 min- 
ules, 

The subject of a fireless cooker was 
discussed and Miss MacMillan sug- 
gested making one at the WI. meet- 
ing where all members might parti- 
cipate and learn from experience how 
to construct and use one, 

Legislation Amendments 

Mrs. J. I. Poole, convenor of legis- 
lation, read amendments to the act 
relating to the welfare of children. 

The age at which minors may enter 
pool rooms has been reduced from 18 
to 16 years, and the school age has 
been reduced from fifteen years to 
fourteen years. 

The act relating to private hospl- 
tals was also touched upon. Under 
this act anyone keeping a private hos- 
pital must obtain a license and must 
state in applying for such whether it 
is a medical or surgical hospital, 
whether for maternity cases or as a 
baby shelter; how many patients can 
be accommodated, and it must keep 
a record of all patients treated. 

The Pensions act was also touched 
upon, One of the amendments to this 
act provides that if a soldier's widow 
marries again and this husband dies 
within five years, leaving her depend- 
ent, she is entitled to the pension she 
before received,

KED BY ©.P.R. 


Ottawa, Sept. 2-—The Canadian 
Pacific railway has filed with the 
railway commission an application for 
suspension of the order. for lowering 
of the Pacific export grain rate until 
such time as the whole board deals 
with the question of the revision of 
the order. 

This is a development in sequence 
of the division of opinion jn the board 
with reference to tho or@er. It will 
be recalled. that two of, .the board— 
the chief commissioner and Commis- 
sioner Frank Oliver—who heard the 
case at Vancouver recently, ordered 
that the rate on grain 9xported via 
the Pacific route should be the same 
proportionately as on east bound ship- 
ments. | 

The companies were ‘given until 
Tuesday next to file tariffs providing 
for this reduction. ‘I'he ‘other three 
members — Messrs. Maclean, Boyce 
and Lawrence—adopted @ resvlution 
against dealing with this ‘question in 
advance of the general rate inquiry 
and later two of them—Messrs, Law- 
rence and Boyce—gave_ i‘urmal judg- 
‘ment in dissent. 

Apart from the doubt which has 
been created owing to the division in 
the board, the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way company claims that the order 
was not justified by the evidence 
taken at the inquiry. Since the dif- 
ficulty arose the board has been com- 
pleted by the appointment of ‘Thomas 
Vien, ex-M.P., to the Quebec vacancy.

Vancouver is the destination at the 
present time of most of the new sea- 
son's wheat being shipped to Calgary 
for inspeetion, over 51 per cent of 
the grain reaching here Friday being 
consigned to the Pacific coast. Of 
the other 49 per cent which was con- 
signed to Calgary firms, it is quite pos- 
sible that a portion of it at least will 
eventually move westward, 

The grain inspected Friday by the 
Calgary grain inspector was grain 
which had been threshed previously 
to the rain of the past few days, and 
was shipped from points south and 
cast of the city.

A Hint Worthy 
Of Consideration 


Townspeople, says a western farm 
paper, are notoriously ready to give 
advice to the farmers, and, it asks, 
why should not the farmer who takes 
pride in his farm and his home give 
a little advice to his grocer and gar- 
age man and lumber dealer and hard- 
ware merchant. It thereupon proceeds 
on behalf of its farmer subscribers, 
to tell the townspeople some home 
truths. 

Trees and flowers, beautiful homes, 
with attractive surroundings, are, says 
this paper, to be found in practically 
every farming district in the west, 
but the towns and villages are lag- 
ging far behind and most of them are 
becoming uglier and more hideous 
with the years. Unpainted stores, 
unattractive shacks in many cases to 
begin with, ramshackle outbuildings 
and sheds, down-at-the-heels fences 
and weedy neglected gardens—how 
many of the country towns in the 
west answer this description? 

The word picture sketched by this 
farm paper is by no means overdrawn. 
While the cities, and farmers by the 
thousands, have gone in extensively 
for the planting of trees and the beau- 
tifying of the surroundings in which 
the people pass their lives, very few 
towns and villages have made any 
effort to make them attractive. Most 
of them present the appearance of a 
group of squatters ’huts, occupied by 
transients, having no intention of re- 
maining permanently and establish- 
ing real homes, but expecting to move 
on. They give the impression of 
“boom” oil and mining towns where 
anything is good cuough for the time 
being until the boom bursts and the 
town dies. 

Country roads are frequently better 
than these town and village streets 
with their gutters overgrown with 
grass and weeds, and wilh backyards 
and lanes common dumping grounds 
for refuse and junk of all kinds. In 
such surroundings it is little wonder 
that very soon store windows remain 
unwashed and in a generally un- 
kempt, untidy, dirty condition, <A 
city store which presented the same 
indications of sloth would drive uway 
than invite customers. Yet 
many town and village merchants 
wonder why people pass their doors 
to trade elsewhere. 

Complaint is also voiced because of 
the difficulty of obtaining and retain- 
ing the services of qualified help in 
these smaller communities, But why 
should any self-respecting, ambitious 
young man or woman settle down to 
spend their lives in a town or village 
where the people lack even sufficient 
enterprise to paint their buildings, 
tidy up their premises and convert 
their bald prairie streets into aven- 
ues of trees, and their private grounds 
into flower and neat vegetable gar- 
dens? 

Speaking for the farmer, the paper 
already quoted says: “A bright, clean 
cheerful town certainly makes a bet- 
ter bid for business than a shabby 
and ugly one, and when everybody has 
a car the progressive town will draw 
the trade.” Absolutely true! Shakes- 
peare said: “The apparel oft pro- 
claims to the world its progressive- 
ness or lack of it.’ A shabby, un- 
painted, neglected looking collection 
of buildings is not apt to impress a 
prospective buyer or new citizen as 
being the home of up-to-date mer- 
chants where good value for his money 
can be obtained, 

Western towns and villages should 
also appreciate the fact that the car 
and the rapid extension of systems of 
good roads is working a revolution in 
the tourist trade—and a luerative 
trade it is. Motor tourists arriving 
at a neglected looking town quickly 
pass on, but a town of neat, nicely- 
painted buildings, well-treed streets, 
trimly kept gardens, and an attractive 
little square or park, invites a stop. 
It is in such towns tourists stop for 
the night and make their purchases; 
the other places get the go-by, 

Travelling across this country, eith- 
er by train or motor, how often is 
the remark made: “I'd hate to live in 
a town like that.” On the other hand 
when one of our all too few little gar- 
den towns is reached, people are heard 
to comment on its attractiveness and 
to say: “Now there is a place that I 
wouldn't mind living in.”

experience has demonstrated over and. 
over again that the cost of planting 
i 


trees, of laying out a small park, of 
keeping things neat is comparatively 
small, while the resulting benefits are 
large, yielding big dividends on the 
investment, for, after all, these things 
are practical, dividend paying invest- 
ments just as truly as is the provision 
of fire fighting equipment. And if the 
community as a whole improves the 
uppéearance of the streets and paints 
up, such action becomes infectious 
and very quickly individual citizens 
put. their private grounds and build- 
ings into shape. 

Certainly there is a grand opportun- 
ity open to a few public spirited men 
and women in most of our western 
towns to render real community ser- 
vice by inaugurating Town Beautiful 
crusades.—Exchange.

The 
dirty town, the town full of rubbish,

If any town or city is ambitious for 
advancement, or if even a few of its 
men and women are ready to devote 
their time and energy to the better- 
ment of the community, the surest 
way to achieve success is to clean- 
up, make back yards and front yards 
clean, make streets clean and keep 
them clean, encourage the people to 
beautify their homes and their yards, 
repair the tumble-down yard fences, 
paint up, make things as clean out- 
side as they should be inside, and 
then that community will look up, 
mentally, morally and materially. 

No community which does not 
cean up and paint up, which does not 
do its best to’ have clean streets and 
clean yards, has no right to look up 
and face the world. 

It might be said a dirty town makes 
a dirty people; a dirty people makes 
moral and material dirt and decay. 
It is the duty of all men and women 
to make their homes and their home 
towns just as clean and attractive and 
beautiful as possible. He who falls 
short of his duty in this respect, 
falls short of his duty to God and 
man, it matters not what else he may 
do.—Roland News, (Manitoba).

Many people seem to think that the 
possession of great numbers of auto- 
mobiles by the country folks is a sign 
that they are making a lot of money 
and that the difficulties that the farm- 
er is supposed to encounter are 
largely imaginary.

IMPORTANT CHANGES 
POSTAL REGULATIONS 


Many important postal changes in 
some cases effective immediately and 
others on the first of October have 
been made, 

Effective at once.— 

Limit of weight allowed transmis- 
sion by parcel post now 15 pounds 
instead of eleven pounds. 

Letter rate for the entire North 
American continent including New- 
foundland is now three cents. 

Printed circulars soliciting business 
accepted for local distribution to 
householders at half a cent each. 
Particulars as to mailing may be ob- 
tained from the postmaster. 

Iffective October 1.— 

The rate on letters to places other 
than those within the British Em- 
pire will be eight cents for each let- 
ter weighing one ounce or less and 
four cents for cach subsequent ounce 
or fraction thereof. 

The rate on posteards to foreign 
countries will be four cents. - 

International reply coupons at nine 
cents each can be purchased to pro- 
vide for a reply of eight cents from 
these countries. 

Commercial papers for foreign 
countries—The new rate will be eight 
cents for a package not exceeding 8 
ounces in weight and two cents for 
every two ounces or part of two 
ounces thereafter. 

Increase of size allowed for sample 
rate—The limits of size for sample 
packets for any destination will be as 
follows: 18 inches by 8 inches by 4 
inches or if in roll form 18 inches in 
length by 6 inches in diameter.

That a new market has been found 
for Canadian lobsters, is shown by 
the report that twenty-six hundred 
cases of lobsters, valued at about 
$78,000, were shipped to Sweden 
from Halifax, N.S. during the first 
week in July. 


The gold mines of Northern On- 
tario are now realizing «syregate 
profits of a-million dollars a month, 
according to estimates compiled at 
Timmins, Ont. There wis a gross 
income of $2,650,000 during the 
month of June.

Mennonite Families Clear 
$40,000 in Farming in Year 


Winnipeg, Sept. 14—Ten Mennon- 
ite families, who arrived in the west 
in 1924 practically penniless, are able 
at the end of ten months to show a 
clear profit of $40,000 as a result of 
farming operations, it was announced 
yesterday by T. O. F. Herzer, manager 
of the Canadian Colonization associn- 
tion. 

The Mennonite families purchased 
3,200 acres at Herchel, Saskatchewan, 
for $160,000, and it was arranged that 
payments should be made on the crop 
basis, which it was expected would 
last over a period of twelve years. 

Mr. Herzer announced that he had 
received a letter from the head of the 
colony, stating that the Mennonites 
would be able shortly to pay off $40,- 
000 on the purchase price, and still 
have plenty of funds to carry on effi- 
cient work.

MILLET SCHOOL FAIR 
FRIDAY OF NEXT WEEK 


Friday, September 25 is the Millet 
School Fair Day, and preparations are 
being made for the biggest fair ever 
held in Millet. The School Fair is be- 
coming more and more the centre of 
agricultural interest in Millet and the 
surrounding district, until now the 
school fair is as large as any average 
agricultural fair, Last year there was 
an excellent collection ci vegetables 
and by the interest already shown, it 
is expected that this year will show 
a still greater collection. There are 
now thirteen schools in the associa- 
tion, two more than last year, and it 
is hoped every schoot-wtii compete in 
all classes, 

The curriculum has a list of 104 
classes and every class is open for 
entry, besides the special prizes list- 
ed. In each class there will be seven 
prizes, so that any work that has any 
merit at all will be almost sure to 
take a prize. The committee has al- 
lotted very likeral prizes for classes 
97 to 101 which consist of school work 
in grades four to eight. They have 
also allotted liberal prizes for classes 
103 and 104, offered for the best class 
in physical training and for the best 
class in singing. The physical training 
is to consist of a table of eight exer- 
cises, the last one to be a game in 
which all the class may take part. 
The singing class wil! sing two songs, 
one to be patriotic. 

A copy of the curriculum has been 
sent to every teacher and pupils wish- 
ing to exhibit, should ask his or her 
teacher to be shown how to prepare 
the exhibit. 

The parade has always been a great 
feature of the fair and prizes are of- 
fered for the best decorated vehicle, 
also for the best representation, Each 
school is asked to decorate a vehicle 
and the hayrack is suggested as the 
most suitable. There will be a full 
line of sports, running, jumping, ete., 
also baseball and basketball. 

The fair will be held on the Millet 
school grounds, and it is important 
that all entries be in not later than 
ten-thirty. The parade will line up at 
the school grounds at cleven o'clock.
